worry, and in so doing he touches ona wide 
range of subjects of vital importance to the 
public well-being, All interested in religious 
and social questions will find the book most 
informative and suggestive. 

“To worry isto miss the purpose of. one’s 
being,” Dr. Saleeby boldly declares. “It is to 
fail—to fail for self, to fail for others, and it is 
to fail gratnitously. But the blunder is universal, 
and it is the c istic symptom of an 
age which I believe to be the greatest in human 
history hitherto. To the evolutionist no other 
belief is open.” 

“What has not been- sufficiently recognised 

is the importance of worry, not merely in 
itself as implying the absence of happiness, 
but as the cause of ills far greater than itself— 
the cause predisposing to disease which would 
otherwise have been escaped altogether. 
As man becomes more self-conscious, and 
therefore more human, so he becomes more 
liable to that disease of the mind which is 
certainly unique in this respect, that alone of 
all human diseases there is no analogy to it 
whatever in the case of any of the lower 
animals, . Nowadays many cannot 
stand the psychical strain. They are injured 
partly by fatigue, partly by worry. It is a 
proved, and accepted physiological truth that 
the adult is much more gravely injured by 
worry than by. fatigue. Hence our nerve 
doctors are kept busy. Hence the incessant 
discovery of new nervous diseases.” 

Dr. Saleeby does not believe that mere 
mental overwork ever killed or injured anybody, 
“Brain work in a stuffy room will kill you of 
tuberculosis ; brain work ‘plus worry has killed 
thousands, brain work plus worry, plus in- 
somnia many thousands more ; but if the brain 
work had been omitted, the impure air or the 

worry and the consequent loss of sleep would 
| have had just the same result.” But Dr, Saleeby 
points out that insanity is in no small measare 
a consequence of worry. Farther, “the conse- 
quences of worry in relation to ordinary physical 
disease are familiar to every physician: Not a 
few non-infeetious diseases are’ known which 
seem frequently to be predisposed to be worry. 
Among these are gont, diabetes, anda certain 
form of goitre.” 

The many ways in which worry manifests 
itself is shown in a succession of chapters deal. 
ing with worry in illness ; worry and boredom ; 
worry, drugs and drink ; worry, and action ; 
worry in childhood; domestic worry ; worry 
and old age ; worry and sex; the psychology 
of worry. And all these are full of striking 
illustrations.

Alexandria Breakwater. 

The decision as to the construction of a 
lreakwater in the East Harbour has been 
postponed until the autumn when it will be 
considered by the Municipality. The official 
reports of Mr. Malavel and Mr. Lloyd Davies 
have been completed and have been put before 
the Municipality. 

The Tourah Case. 

The Council of Discipline held at the Cairo 
Giouvernorat in connection with the charge 
against the Mamour of 'lourah prison which 
has beén the subject of so much comment in 
the press recently, heard finally the evidence 
of Moberley Bey, on Saturday last, and the 
accused, Commandant Ziady, was acquitted.

Lake Karoun’s Denizens. 

At the last meeting of the Zoological 
Society of London, Mr. C. L. Boulenger ex- 
hibited and made remarks on a new Hydro- 
wedusan, for which he proposed the name 
Merisia lyonsi, and of which examples of 
both polyp and inedusa stages were obtained 
by Dr. Cw nington and himself during their 
recent exploration of Lake Karoun in the 
Fayum. 

The “ Tebtunis Papyri ”. 

The second part of the “ Tebtunis Papyri, ’ 
edited by Dr. B. P. Grenfell and Dr. A. 8. 
Hunt, with the assistance of Prof. E. J. Good- 
speed, of Chicago, will be published by. Mr. 
Henry Frowde during this month. It deals 
with papyri found in the houses of T'ebtunis, 
most of the documents belonging to the first 
three centuries ot the Christian era. An impor- 
tant literary fragment is that of the lost Greek 
original of Dictys Cretensis. 

Ancient Greek MS. Discovered. 

‘The learning of the ancient Greeks has not 
yet after 2,000 years yielded up the last of its 
secrets. It is claimed for a Danish scientist, M. 
Heiberg, that he has quite recently discovered 
in a palimpsest in Constantinople a hitherto un- 
known work on mathematics by Archimedes. 
The MS., which is entitled “On Method,” and 
is dedicated to Eratosthenes, relates (says the 
“Globe”) to the spplying of mechanics to the 
solution of certain problems in geometry. To 
be brief, there is in this ancient Greek MS., 
developed with remarkable boldness, a method 
that may be said to bear a strong resemblance- 
to the integral calculus of onr modern days, 
and capable of being used for the solution of 
problems reserved for the genius of Leibnita 
and Newton eighteen centuries later. 


THE FINANCIAL CRISIS.

BOURSE AND BANKING COMPANY 
OF EGYPT LIMITED. 


An extraordinary meeting of the members 
of the Alexandria Stock and Sharebrokers 
Association was held in the Reading Room of 
the Alexandria. Borrse this morning. ‘The 
proceedings began at 11.40 o'clock and lasted 
three quarters of an hour:A large number ot the 
menibers of the Association were present as 
the affairs of this company have attracted a 
great deal of attention. The. committee was 
formed as follows: Messrs. Clement Suares, 
Chairman, Alfred Nahman, E. Mercinier, who 
represented the firm of Arditi, Dimitri Caralli, 
Alfred Salinas, F. B, Rossano and Victor Levi, 
members. Mr. Clement: Suares opened the 
meeting and stated that he had received a 
petition signed by the majority of the mem- 
bers of the Association, dated 22nd.June last, 
wherein it wasstated that owing to the peculiar 
position of the Egyptian market in the present 
crisis it was necessary to safeguard the collective 
interests. Accordingly on that date the com- 
mittee of the Alexandria Bourse decided to 
suspend operations in dealing in. the shares of 
the company in question. The petitioners were 
in, favour of regulating the dealings in the 
following way. All transactions at £1\and over 
were to be considered vahd without delivery 
of the shares, and the value of the shares was to 
be considered as being actually on a basis of 
£1. 'I'ransactions under £1 were to be treated 
at the price made without delivery of shares 
The chairman then asked if anyone present 
wished to make any remarks. Mr. Rodocanachi 
said that he was willing to abide by the condi- 
tions laid down in the petition, he was ready 
to lose what he had lost, but he could notallow 
others to “benefit thereby. He suggested that 
the profits realised should be lumped together. 
Mr. Nahmann said it was impossible to exact- 
ly ascertain the individual position of each 
person. He remarked that very few. persons 
would profit by the arrangement. The chairman 
then asked Mr. Rodocanachi not to persist in 
bringing forward a motion and in consequence 
of further explanations from Mr. Nahman, 
Mr. Rodocanachi gave way. Mr. Rossano next 
suggested that the delivery of the shares 
should not take place until six months hence. 
He said that if the publie interested were not 
in agreement, and it the shares were delivered 
now, their clients could insist on a settlement 
by presenting their shares. We brokers are, he 
gaid, duing a favour to the Company. by-our 
policy and the Company ought to show its 
gratitude to us by witholding the shares for 
from three to six months. Mr. Nahman said 
that if legal proceedings were resorted to 
by-the persons interested, they would meet 
with many obstacles and all dealings had 
to conform to the rules of the Bourse. Mr, 
Mirissi supported Mr. Rossano and said that 
supposing their clients came to them with the 
shares in their hands after the time proposed, 
what could they do? The question of the 
founders shares must be settled now. Mr. 
Nahman_ said that Arditi had given up near- 
ly 3,000 founders shares and that these shares 
would probably atterwards come into the pos- 
session of the Association. It would, he said, be 
interesting to ascertain who werethereal losers. 
Mr. Mirissi said that everybody naturally 
was trying to do the best for their own 
interests. Maitre Mercinier after some dis- 
cussion said #hat the question was of sett- 
ling the differences and the original subscribers 
would keep their shares. A person said that 
the original subscribers in some cases could 
not keep their shares, as in certain cases the 
bank would insist on delivery of the shares 
due to them. Maitre Meicinier answered that 
the scheme would apply to all, banks as well. 
If the proposal was adopted it~ wonld be 
beneficial. Brokers could not be made 
bankrupt as they were protected by the 
decision of the association, and that the project 
must be adopted in view of the intense crisis 
now existing. If the parties interested went to 
law with their brokers, the latter could not be 
declared insolvent. It was a question for the law 
to’ decide, and either party could gain the day 
in the law courts. Thedealings in this Com- 
pany’s shares were abnormal. As transactions in 
the shares had‘taken place before the shares 
arrived, the settlement could be postponed inde- 
finitely by the directors of the Company. The 
Company had made a proposal, if the parties 
interested did not care to accept it, they could 
go to law. But, he said, an arrangement, even 
a bad one, was better than a long lawsuit. The 
scheme proposed was loyal, honest, and sal- 
utary and he advised the brokers to tell their 
clients that they did not refuse to settle, 
but only wanted to follow the regulations, 
After further observation by Mr. Gessarian, 
Mr. Nahman, etc., the Chairman proposed 
that the dissentients should .raise their hands. 
Some isolated individuals did so and at the 
same time energetically - protested against the 
scheme, but.the majority being in favour of it, 
the Chairman declared the project carried. 

All the interest this morning in the Bourse 
was concentrated on this meeting and transac- 
tions were very few.

THE DEATH OF VIVANTE 


MURDER OR SUICIDE ? 


‘ 


The mysterious death of Vivante, who 
was found lying dead against a bed-post 
ina room of an Alexandrian hotel is the 
subject of comment throughout the city. 
Vivante entered the hotel at half past one 
on Friday morning in company with his 
cousin, Nacamuli. The .bowab saw both men 
enter and Vivante and Nacamuli went to 
the room of the former, where .the latter 
remained for a quarter of an hour before 
going to bed. During the night Nacamuli 
heard no noise, but this fact is of no 
account as his room was at the other end 
of the hotel. About three o'clock a jeweller. 
who had taken a room at the hotel next to 
Vivante’s heard a noise like the falling of a 


‘body a and at the same time he heard a shriek. 


Being disturbed by the noise he listened 
for a moment, but hearing nothing further 
he paid no more attention 

Up_ to five o'clock in the morning no one 
else left the hotel, but at that time the boab 
noticed a young, fair man, of medium stature 
go out, who had taken a room the night before. 

About 8.10 a.m. the servant attending 
Vivante called him, but receiving no answer, 
he opened the door, which the’ deceased 
never locked on account of his being very 
asthmatic, and found Vivante at the foot of his 
bed with a rope round his neck. The room was 
not disarranged in the slightest degree, every- 
thing was in order, and there was no trace of 
toul play have taken place. 

The rope which was found round the de- 
ceased’s neck had no knot in it but was drawn 
very tight, and his head was hanging down 
over his chest. The rope was of the thickness 
of alittle finger and abont two metres long. 

Vivante was a regular visitor to the hotel in- 
which this sad event took place, and on this 
occasion he only engaged his room on his 
arrival from Cairo on the 8th, inst. On the 
afternoon of the 11th inst. he played dominoes 
at the Bourse Café, as was his custom, and 
in the evening he took supper with Elia Cone- 
egliano. He was in excellent spirits and told 
Mr. Conegliano that the following day 
he was going to sell we of ‘the shares which 
he held. Afterwards he went to the hotel 
with Nacamuli. 

The deceased. was the representative of the 
Remington Typewriter Company and of the 
automatic machines placed in the bars, and 
leaves some £10,000. He was 47 years of age. 

The question which everybody, including 
the police, are asking is: was it murder or 
suicide ? 

The police as yet have no’clue to enable 

theni to take decisive steps, and wecan only 
add that the only information we haye been 
able to gather is that one of his emplo: 
a certain Arunson, is said to have threat- 
ened to strangle him. If it is case a mur- 
der, it is certain that it was not for theft, 
as money was found in the deceased’s pocket, 
as well as his gold watch.

CUASES OF DISASTER. 


With reference to the recent disaster toa 
party of the Camel Corps when | aving Bir 
Natron post, the “Sudan Times” is officially in- 
formed that a Court of Enquiry has recently 
been held at Dongola to investigate the cir- 
cumstances connected with the incident. 

The fact that Court of Enquiry-was held 
does not imply: that there were any particular 
circumstances connected with the case which 
demanded an enquiry, but the court of 
enquiry was held according to the usual custom 
in order that'a complete resumé of the facts of 
the case might be obtained for the information 
of the military authorities, to enable them to 
judge if the disaster was attributable to any 
negligence on the part of those concerned or if 
it was due to misfortune. 

The disaster is officially said to be attri- 
butable to.-the oa causes :— 

(1) The lack of Water aggravated by the 
exceptionally” intense heat. 

(2) The fact. of ai expert. guide losing 
his way unaccountably on a road frequently 
traversed by him previously. 

(3) The breakdown of a convoy of sup- 
plies which had left Debba in ample time 
to have reached Bir Natron before the gar- 
rison there could have begun to find them- 
selves running short of supplies, 

The report sent in by the court of en- 
quiry is now under consideration by the 
authorities and a further statement will be 
made in due conrse.

discuss the matter. There was much difference 
of opinion on the subject of opposing the 
grant, it-being held by some members that a 
monetary reward to a servant ot the State for 
the discharge of his duty was contrary to 
public policy; but others urged that an ex- 
ception should be made in the case of Lord 
Cromer, in view of his unique record. Ultimately 
the subject was allowed to drop without any 
decision being arrived at in respect of con- 
certed action in the Honse. 

The “Globe” commenting on this meeting 
remarks :— 

It is satisfactory to note that there has been 
a divergence of opinion among the antipatriots 
in the House of Commons, as to the action to 
be taken with regard to the proposed grant to 
Lord Cromer. We are quite ready to admit 
that the several members of Parliament who 
met together yesterday to discuss the matter 
are actuated by no personal animosity towards 
the late Consul-General. What is very appar- 
rent, however, is that the opportunity is re- 
garded as an excellent one upon which to 
raise the whole question of Egyptian adminis- 
tration, and, of course, to find fault with the 
system of government in operation. And herein 
lies the danger of the situation. Had these 
political iconoclasts merely conspired to attack 
Lord Cromer himself, their action would 
have passed unnoticed. When, however, they 
range themselves alongside Egyptian agita- 
tors, fuel is added to the smouldering ele- 
ments of disaffection. Not many months 
ago, 28 Lord Cromer stated in his annual 
report, there was cause for considerable un 
easiness, in official qnartiers, as regards na- 
tiye unrest. By a firm hand, however, and 
a proper application of the law, the move- 
ment was suppressed, and quiet has reigned 
over since. The fact’ was, those responsible 
for the agitation discovered that there was 
no responsive echo,in England. Now, how- 
ever, they will take heart again, and should 
a debate be raised in Parliament, and those 
responsible for it ‘indulge in the usual con- 
demnatory language of everything that is 
British, the Egyptian — agitator will recom- 
mence his vampaign. Fortunately, there are 
still a few men on the Radical benches who 
realise and appreciate the advantages of 
our rule in Egypt, as also in other parts 
of the world. The result of the debate, 
therefore, will only be to encourage native 
discontent at the expense of a more-rigorous 
execution of the. law.

Sir— We residents in the Muallaga build- 
ings, Old Cairo, beg you_to devote a space in 
your daily paper for the following :— 

Some time ago, the Antiquities Department, 
in order to discover the door of the Tower of 
the Old Citadel, called Kasr esh-Shama or El- 
Muallaga Fortress, made some diggings close 
by the buildings neighbouring the Muallaqa. 
A great pit was thereby created which was 
filled by infiltration water of a stagnant and 
offensive nature, as may render the place a 
source of deadly epidemics during the four 
seasons. The case having been submitted to 
the Public Health Department, it was suggest- 
ed by it that the Antiquities Departmeng 
which is most interested in the place, should 
pump out the water, of which it may profit at 
the same time by using it in watering a plot 
of ground adjacent to the place, some half an 
acre in area, and attempting to make a small 
garden of it. 

The suggestion was however allowed to drop 
anda less expensive plan ‘was recurred to by 
‘the Antiquities Department. The plan consist- 
ed in throwing a cantar of lime in the pit 
evéry month for killing mosquitoes. Advisable 
as the plan may appear, it has its drawbacks, 
as it will certainly deface the scenery and make 
the place less attractive to tourists and visitors, 
who flock in hundreds: every year to visit the 
place. We, therefore, request you to join us in 
taking the cause of one of the best ruins in 
Egypt and enjoin on the Antiquities Depart- 
ment to adopt the plan proposed by the 
Sanitary Department, to which allusion has 
been made above.

Sir Charles Elict, alike by his long and 
varied diplomatic experience and his adminis- 
tration in East Africa, is a highly qualified 
judge of unfamiliar civilisations. Among the 
numerous works that have been devoted of 
recent years to the problems of the Far Mast, 
his unpretentious little book takes a very high 
place, and the reader of his letters will learn 
more from them than from nine-tenths of the 
more elaborate volumes on Japan and China 
which have- been published of recent years. 
These letters -were written in the summer and 
autumn of 1906, during a tour through Japan 
and the coast provinces’ of China ‘The main 
object of my journey,” Sir Charles Eliot tells 
us, “was to obtain some practical knowledge of 
the languages and creeds of the Far. East, and, 
in particular, to study the curious development 
which Buddhism has undergone in those coun- 
tries.” The result of these special investigations 
may be published at a later date. In the 
meantime, we have the advantage of looking 
on the much-discussed Far East through the 
eyes of a very shrewd, impartial, and catholic- 
minded observer. ; 

The most important truth which emerges 
from these pages is the fact -which struck Sir 
Chi Eliot most forcibly during his trayels, 
—‘‘the distinctness of China and Japan from 
the rest of Asia, and particularly from the 
Indian and Mohammedan East.” We are too 
much inclined. to speak of . “‘Asiatics” or 
“Orientals” in the- same broad sense as that, in 
which we speak of “Europeans,” and so to ignore 
the fundamental distinctions between the 
East and West of Asia. Yet there is at least 
as much difference between a Hindu and a 
Japanese as there is between a Frenchman 
and an Arab, and to forget this fact is to be 
led upon a fatally erroneous path of argu- 
ment. In his very able introduction,summing 
up the main features of his experience in the 
Far East, Sir Charles Eliot suggests that the 
civilisations of the world as now existing 
may be divided into foar main types,—Euro- 
pean (including the white .races all over the 
earth), Mohammedan, Hindu, and Chinese. 
This is a far more rational division than the 
commoner one into European and Asiatic. 
The civilisation of the white races has the 
central fact of Christianity incommon, and 
enjoys joint ownership of the great mechanical 
discoveries which have done so much in the 
last century to modify the facts of human 
life. Christianity, as Sir Charles Eliot reminds 
us, for all its Asiatic origin, must be regarded 
as an essentially European religion, for it has 
taken hold on humanity nowhere outside the 
confines of the white races. Our author doubts 
how far it is responsible for the material, 
scientific, and moral progress of Europe, point- 
ing out that this has been least striking 
where the clergy have most power, asin Spain 
aud Russia. Perhaps he has here failed to 
distinguish between Christianity and the 
Church, which are not at all the same thing. 
But the general unity of white civilisation is 
unquestionable. The civilisations of Wes 
Asia, as far as the Chinese frontiers, are less 
questionably the outeome of the domi- 
nant religions, Mohammedanism and Hin- 
duism. Neither of them is likely to 
have any extended future before it. Islam, 
though essentially proselytising, has been re- 
strained within well-marked limits, owing to 
our recognition of its dangers, as illustrated 
by the long struggle of Eastern Europe against 
the Turk and by the recent fight to save 
Egypt from Mahdism. Hinduism is not ag- 
gressive, and is practically confined to India. 
When we come tothe Chinese sphere, includ- 
ing Japan, we are confronted with a new set of 
conditions, much more closely recalling those 
of Europe. Religion here has less. to do with 


‘| the dominant type of civilisation than in any 


other part of the world. “The basis of Chinese 
institutions is an excellent, sane, prosaic, 
moral philosophy,” which can hardly be called 
a religion at all. Japan has nothing that can 
be callede& national religion, in the sense we 
which’we speak of Britain as a Christian coun- 
try. China and Japan are neither fanatical nor 
aggressive by natural tendency, though the 
trend of recent events has taught the leaders 
of both countries that their old policy of 
dignified conservatism and splendid isolation 
can only be preserved by force of arms. 
Japan recognised this fundamental truth in 
the last generation, and the thoroughness with 
which she’ has adapted herself to the new 
conditions is one of the most surprising facts 


in the history of the world.” China is gradnally |. 


awakening to it, and the history of the next 
half-century in the Far East will probably be 
dominated by this recognition, in which Japan 
is likely to take a very.important share. Sir 


_| Charles Eliot has thus been led to the conclu- 


sion—shared. by most competent publicists— 
that the Chinese: and Japanese are destined 
to become one of the dominant Powers. in the 
Pacific, and td be brought into acute rivalry 
with the other great world civilisation—the 
aggressive, esurient, and haughty civilisation 
of Europe. This probability is what the German 
Emperor and many other statesmen agree to 
name as the “yellow peril,” against which it 
is often asserted that a league of Christendom 
must be formed It is worth while to quote the 
impressive passages in which Sir Charles Eliot 
gives the reasons for his refusal to join in this 


outery, since it is the keynote and the con- 


clusion of his researches :— 

“T would not call this the Yellow Peril, for I 
do not myself feel the danger. European 
civilisation is not, to my mind, so perfect that 
any alteration or amalgamation with other 
schemes of life would degrade it, or that 
humanity would be a loser if it does not be- 
-come paramount in all parts of the globe. No

cosmopolitan outlook to ‘beable to tecide 
whether the Asiatic or the European ¢ ter 
is, as a whole, the better. It is, however: just 
to say that the greatest achievements of Euro- 
peans in art and literature are superior to the 
greatest achievements of Asiatics in the same 
spheres ; but, then, these achievements are far 
from being a general characteristic of Euro- 
peans. The productive periods are few, widely 
scattered in time, and confined to few coun- 
tries. On the other hand, the evils and 
ugliness of modern European civilisation are 
as obvious as its disadvantages, and there is 
no clearer proof of them than the fascination 
which the East exercises upon nearly all who 
come under its spell. ‘The extension of 
European influence does not mean the dis- 
tribution over other continents of the beauty 
and genius of Europe, but merely of the most 
commonplace aspects of European life and 
industry.- To those who are occupied with 
the task of organising new: cities and states 
colonial life may seem the most interesting in 
the world—and I have felt the passion myself 
in East Africa—but for those who do not share 
in thjs creative joy, and look simply at the 
results, it must be confessed that America, 
particularly Western America, and the British 
colonies have added very little to the art, 
literature, interest, variety and pleasure of 
humanity ; nor do I see why it should be con- 
sidered a calamity if European influence does 
not become everywhere predominant or even 
has to recede in certain spheres. Variety 
must be for the intellectual and pictorial 
advantage of mankind as long as the various 
types are not destructive or evil in themselves. 
I should be sorry to see the strength and 
extent of Mohamedanism increased, for it is 
an intolerant and destructive religion, which 
with difficulty frees itself from such evils as 
slavery. Yet much will be lost to the world— 
nay, is being lost—with the gradual disap- 
pearance of Mohamedan states. But Far 
Eastern, and specially Japanese, civilisation 
can be reproached with no particular evil, and 
it brings with it a picturesqueness, cheerful- 
ness, and courtesy which must be recognised 
as good elements. [ts fault is not aggressive- 
ness, but rather a too great willingness to 
learn, which makes it ready to abandon its 
own good points,”
